Pullman Shops Reopen. 

Cincinnati, O., July 16.—The Pullman 
shops at Ludlow, Ky., re-opened this morn- 
ing with eighty-five men. They comprise 
the employes who refused to go out when 
the strike was inaugurated, but who after- 
wards quit work. The shops usually emp!oy 
about one hundred end forty men. 
Toledo, O., July 16.—When the switchmen 
went out on the Wheeling and Lake Erie 
road, General Manager A. G. Blair dis- 
charged the sixteen hundred men on the 
line in every capacity and shut down the 
road. Today the compahy issued orders 
resuming operations in all branches. AH 
firemen who have applied for reinstatement 
and who were in good standing at the date 
of the suspension, will be restored to their 
former positions. All former employes who, 
in the judement of the officials, are entitled 
to re-employment after careful investiga- 
tion, may be put to Work if needed. The 
company announces its sincere appreciation 
of the great majority of its employes who 
were found worthy and loyal. 
All but two of the striking men have gone 
back on the Ann Arbor road and all the 
roads have plenty of men, old and new, to 
operate in full. Everything is running: and 
the freight blockade is completely raised.

price paid by the firm before the strike was 
declared. The men at both these works 
have been holding out for the terms of 
the Columbus compromise. 

Newsboys Strike. 
Cleveland, O., July 16—The newsboys 
have struck and organized a boycott on 
The Morning Leader and Plain Dealer. 
They claim. they do not get the papers for 
a fair price, and that recent reductions in 
prices of the papers have been made mostly 
at the expense of the newsboys. 
Massallen, O., July 16.—The Newsboy’s 
Union went on a strike this. morning, to 
prevent the sale of The Cleveland Leader, 
Pittsburg Dispatch, and all other papers 
commonly sold here for 5 cents, the mark- 
ed price of which is 3 and 2 cents. The boys 
make but 1 cent on these papers, and they 
want more. Only five boys attempted to 
sell the prescribed papers, and they were 
surrounded and followed by a jeering crowd 
ot gamins who yelled ‘‘scab’’ until they 
retreated.

‘Strikers Lay in Ambosh and Shoot 
) Down Nogrocs 
GUARDS RETURN THE DEADLY FIRE 


Each Side Kills Some but How Many 
Is Unknown. 


GREAT. EXCITEMENT IN ALABAMA

Governor Jones Orders the Soldiers Back 
and He Will Kesp Them Encamped 
Indefinitely—Situation Is Ugly. 


Birmingham, Ala., Jyly 16.—(Special.j— 
About 5 o’clock this afternoon a large body 
of men, armed with Winchesters, were d@ 
covered near slope No 3 of Pratt mines, of 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railway 
Company, seven miles from Birmingham. 

It was the hour when the men at work 
in the mines came out. The men at work 
were negroes who had taken the places of 
striking miners, and the attacking par- 
ty were strikers and their sympathizers. 

As the negroes came out the strikers, who 
were squatting around behind bushes and 
fences, opened fire. The people who heard 


hands of the troops. Several hundred shots 
were fired before the strikers scattered. 

Guards stationed around the mines return- 
ed the fire, but they were few in numbers. 

The casualties are: 

B. W. Tierce, white guard, killed, 

A negro miner, name unknown, killed. 

One of the strikers, a Frenchman, named 
Racquet, was badly wounded and will die. 

Several on both sides were wounded. One 
of the wounded strikers was dragyed oft by 
his friends. , 

It was a deliberate attack by the strikers 
on the miners put to work in their places, 
and they shot to kill. 

Two local military companies were hur- 
ried to the scene and ‘are in the neighbor- 
hood tonight. All companies, some ten in 
number, which had been here from other 
cities for a week, on account of the ruil- 
road strike, had been ordered home last 
night. This afternoon the Montgomery 
companies were stopped en route and tufned 
back, and all the others will be here in 
the morning for duty at the mining camps. 
The mining strike has been on since the 
middle of April, and the feeling is growing 
bitter, being accentuated by the railroad 
strike. 

Governor Jones saw the miners’ com- 
mittee this afternoon and begged them to 
accept the compromise lately offered, but 
they declined. 

The proprietors are proceeding to open 
all mines with such labor as they can get, 
and Goyernor Jones is of the opinion that 


The attack this afternoon followed in less 
than two hours after the departure of the 
troops. The bitterness of the strikers is 
illustrated by the captured Frenchman. He 
was kneeling behing a cowpen fence, fir- 
ing his Winchester, when a bullet from a 
guard knocked him over. He raised up and 
emptied his gun. He cannot speak a word 
of English. 

The negroes. scattered in all directions 
when fired on. Only a few had got out of 
the mines when the firing began, which ac- 
counts for the small loss of life. 

A Fight at Pratt Mines. 

A second battle was fought at slope No. 
4, of the Pratt mines, simultaneously with 
that at No. 3, and the total dead reaches 
six, with at least a score wounded. 
Another mob of strikers had ambushed 


themselves near the mouth of No, 4, 
whence the negroes came in box cars. The 
train. had gProceeded but a short dis- 


tance from the mine, when the party in 
ambush opened fire. The first shot went 
through the window of the engine cab, 
flicked some hair from the head of Mine 
Superintendent J. J. Moore and nearly 
killed the engineer. The deputies returned 
the volley with vigor and in a short time 
the mob began its retreat toward the 
center point. 
Six Dead Bodies Found. 

Posses of scouts were haégtily formed in 
the vicinity of the mines and the work of: 
searching for the dead and wounded was 
entered upon. The miners made their es- 
cape, except those unable to walk for their 
wounds. Ten bodies were picked up, of 
which six were lifeless. Many wounded 
were helped away by their comrades. The 
names of the negroes dead are unknown. 

George Campbell, one of the negro la- 
borers, had his leg broken and a bullet 
passed through his chin. He says the 
strikers came on him after he was shot 
down, beat and kicked him and then fired 
the bullet through his face. 

The: remains of the dead were all brought 
to Birmingham. Great. excitement prevails 
here, the streets being crowded with ter- 
ror-stricken people. , Every precaution has 
been taken to guard the mines against 
further depredation. 

The Third regiment of the state guard 
has been ordered into camp here, and al- 
together there will be 500 soldiers in this 
vicinity by morning. 

Attempt to Blow Up Lockhart Mine. 

An attempt\was made today to blow up 
Lockhart mines, in Walker county, where 
the negroes were fired simultaneously in the 
mines and serious damage done. James 
Kelley, a colored driver, and his mules 
were instantly killed. No clte to the guilty 
parties.

AGAINST THE ROAD. 


Mississippi's Supreme Court Sustains 
the Law Taxing Railpoads. 
Jackson, Miss., Jtily 16.—(Special.)—The 
circuit court has rendered a judgmemt in 
favor of the state im its suit against the 
receivers of the Georgia Pacific Railroad 
Company for taxes. The defense made in 
le suit was by demurrer. The only legal 
question raised by the demurrer was wheth- 
er mileage or privilege taxes levied by the 
act of 1892 upon the Georgia Pacific on its 
line of road in this state were invalid as 
a tax on interstate cOmMmerce. The judg- 
ment of the court upholds the statute. There 
will be an appeal to the supreme court by 
the receiver of the railroad company. This 
suit was brought by Attorney General 
Johnston in the name of the state as a 
test case. The railroad company paid this 
mileage tax in every county in the state 
through which it runs under protest, ex- 
cept Montgomery county, which was left 
unpaid in order that the question might be 

raised.

Rome, July 16.—In the senate today the 
government’s anti-anarchist bill was ap- 
proved without debate. Premier Crispi an- 
nounced, amid shouts of approval from all 
parts of the chamber, that the most dan- 
gerous of the anarchists under conviction, 
and those subsequently convicted, wvuld 
be sent to an island in the Red sea to be 


confined. Gome anarchist prisoners, he 
said, had already been sent there. 
Signor Crispi added that government 


agents started for England to assist the 
authorities in those countries in identifying 
anarchists and keeping them under sur- 
veillance. 


Lynching in Kentucky. 

Scottsville, Ky., July 16—Marion Howard, 
colored, was taken from the courthouse 
here today and hanged to a tree in the 
courthouse yard. 
Howard was being tried on the charge of 
assaulting ten-year-old Beulah Davidson. 
He was captured Sunday afternoon, How- 
ard was married and thirty-four years old, 
but bore a bad character. The mob was or- 
derly but determined.

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STILL IN SUSPENSE. 


Another Day Passed Without Action on 
the Exposition Bill. 


PLENTY OF HARD WORK IS NEEDED 


It Is Being Put in by Captain Howell 
and the Senators. 


SUGAR BARONS ARE STRANGLERS 


Like the O'd Man ofthe Sea, They Will 
Not Let Go Tbeir Clutecb—The 
Presidevt Endorsed. 


Washington, July 16.—(Special.)—Senator 
Gordon was not in the senaté today and the 
hearing on the Atlanta exposition bill before 
the senate appropriation committee was 
postponed until tomorrow. 

Captain Howell and Senator Walsh, how- 
ever, spent the day in presenting the claims 
of the measure to the members of the com- 
mittee. The doubtful quantity is Senator 
Cockrell, the chairman of the committee. 
He has not yet committed himself either 
way. While the majority of the committee 
are for the bill, it is a recognized fact that 
as goes Senator Cockrell so will the commit- 
tee' go. Up to date Senator Cockrell has 


declined to say whether he will or will not 
vote to attach the Attlanta exposition bill to 
the sundry civil bill, but Captain Howell 
thinks that the Missouri senator will be all 
right. 


The committee must act between now and 
Wednesday, so the suspense cannot be much 
longer. In talking about the matter to- 
day senator Brice said: “I am for your bill 
and intend to vote for it, but it is not cer- 
tain, by any means, that it will go through 
our committee. You people will have to do 
some good work in the next forty-eight 
hours if you expect the bill to go through. 
I am with you and will aid you as best I 
can. I am hopeful of success; but it is not 
assured.’’ 

A Vote of Confidence. 

The house, by a vote of 125 to 27, passed a

The conference committee on the tariff 
bill have not yet been able to agree on 
sugar, iron ore and coal. They are just as 
far apart now as the day. they first met. 
The senators are holding out for the sugar 
schedule just as it is in the bill which pass- 
ed the senate. The house conferees have 
expressed a willingness to make a conces- 
sion. ‘they have offered to make the duty 
on sugar 40 per cent ad valorem, but have 
positively declined to agree to any discrim- 
inating duties in favor of the trust. The 
senate conferees tell them the bill ¢gannot 
pass the senate unless the duty of 40 cents 
a ton on coal and iron ore remains. On all 
the other schedules of the bill the confer- 
ence committee has agreed, accepting as a 
rule the original Wilson bill duties with 
some few changes in the cotton and woolen 
goods schedules. From the present indica- 
tions the committee will report agreement 
on everything except sugar, coal and iron, 
and disagréement on these schedules, ask- 
ing their respective houses for instruction 
on the same. Such action as this would 
narrow the fight down and show just who 
the men are who demand protection :for the 
trust.

OXF ORD DEFEATED YALE, 


Bat the Americans Were Beaten by 
British Weather. 

London, July 16.—The crack athletes of 
Oxford triumphed over the champions of 
Yale at the Queen's Club, West Kensing- 
ton, today after & sensational tournament, 
in which the Yale boys, although beaten, 
were by no means disgraced. 

Rain poured down almost unceasingly 
from noon rntil the programme was more 
thar half decided and the sodden condi- 
ticn of the track and infield played havoc 
with the form of the Americans. The Yale 
men are but little accustomed to heavy-g0- 
ing, while the Oxford cracks+ have been 
inured to all kinds of atmospheric freaks 
during their early spring campaign. Had 
Jupiter Pluvius held aloof the indications 
are that the result would have been a win, 
or. at the worst a tie, for the Americans. AS 
it was, if Woodhull had run up to his form 
in the half mile the match would have re- 
sulted in a tie, with four and a half wins 
to the credit of each team.

VIGILANT DEFEATED AGAIN. 


The Pritannia Wins the County Down 
Cup. 

Bangor, Ireland, July 16.—The course 
over which the American sloop Vigilant ana 
British cutter Britannia sailed for the 
County Down cup or its equivalent in cash, 
$50, is peculiarly adapted to the English 
racing model. It has twelve turns, and as 
the Britannia is credited with being at least 
a third faster in stays than the Vigilant, 
she entered the contest with the assurance 
that she had probably two minutes*ad- 
vantage of the center boarder. 

The Vigilant looked a trifle less majestic 
than she did in last week’s races, as she 
had 414 feet of her top mast cut off, and 
her bow sprit shortened. This reduced her 
sail area and gave her less than former 
time allowance. How much she will allow 
the Britannia will net be known until the 
center boarder is remeasured. There was 
a piping wind at the start and both yachts 
took in their spinnakers. The Britannia 
cressed the line three seconds ahead, but 
the Vigilant passed the third turn, four- 
teen miles out, 21 seconds in the lead and 
completed the first round of seventeen miles 
one minute and 31 seconds ahead. On the 
third round the wind died away to a dead 
calm. The Britannia drifted into a streak 
of air that enabled her to forge ahead and 
gain a lead of two minutes and 10 sec- 
onds. On the lact lan af three miles the 
wind freshened and the Vigilant cut this 
cown to one minute 33 seconds, both yachts 
running with lee sails under, and spray fily- 
ing over the bows. 

The uncertainty in regard to *he allow- 
ance that the Vigilant gives the Britannia 
mzvde it impcssible for the spectators to 
eccurately determine how much the Vigi- 
lant had been beaten on corrected time. 
Tiley knew that the British yacht had 
vanquished the center boarder by one min- 
ute and 33 seconds actual time. It is vari- 
ously estimated that the reduced sail area 
of the Vigilant will reduce her allowance 
from one minute and 10 seconds to two 
minutes. 

English yachtsmen have reversed their 
opinion of the Vigilant. They admit that 
she had much the best of the race and 
seemed to be a sure winner until the wind- 
fell. They believe that the great searoom 
at the mouth of the Lough was in the Vigi- 
lant’s favor; but tmat the frequent turns 
in the course were against her, particularly 
in the light breezes. There was not a single 
fiuke until the yachts ran into the calm at 
the beginning of the last round.

DENIES ALL GONNECTION WITH -IT 


He Says That He Was at Home When the 
Alarm Was Sounded—He Gets 
; a Hearing Today. 


Marietta, Ga., July 16.—(Special.)—Public 
tmterest in the strange fire of yesterday, 
which camé so near consuming an entire 
block on the public square, and the arrest 
following, continues unabated. 

Young Alston spent last night in jail. 
A warrant was sworn out against him this 
morning, charging him with the crime of 
arson for both the fire of Saturday morning, 
July 7th, and that of yesterday afternoon. 
The warrant was sworn out by Special 
Constable George M. Fleming. On this he 
was brought before Judge George F. Gober 
this morning for preliminary hearing. Al- 
Ston’s counsel announced ready for him, 
but the state asked for further time, and 
the case was set for tomorrow morning 
at 9 o’clock. Bail was asked for but refus- 
ed. Solicitor General George R. Brown has 
been written to and wili doubtless be on 
hand tomorrow to take charge of the case. 
He will be assisted by local counsel. 

The people are greatly snocked at the un- 
happy complications now surrounding the 
defendant. HiS parents are old and greatly 
beloved. They have a beautiful home about 
a mile from the square, just off Atlanta 
street, and nobody has ever heretofore 
known of anything like this against the 
young man or any of his family. 

Both this fire and the former one are re- 
garded by all as being of incendiary origin, 
but who set them on fire and what motive 
was behind the fire are puzzles. 

The state has gubpoened about about 
twenty witnesses. The number thas the de- 
fendant will have is not known. His aged 
father says the young man will clearly 
prove his innocence. In this connection the 
statement of the defendant himself will be 
of much interest. 

When first seen this morning Alston was 
sitting on a brick outside of the cage. He 
had just eaten his breakfast, which had 
been sent him from his father’s home. His 
younger brother was sitting by his side. 
The prisoner did not appear to be nervous 
or excited or greatly worried. He showed 
a feeling appreciation for sympathy. 

“T am entirely innocent of the charge. I 
was at home at my father’s, nearly the en- 
tire afternoon. I did go up ttown about 5 
o’clock in the afternoon to carry a lady and 
gentleman to the 5:30 southbound train on 
the Western and Atlantic. I left home at 
ten minutes past 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
and drove straight to the train, a distance 
of about a mile. I gdét there and the lady 
and gentleman alighted, and I did not leave 
the carriage, but drove straight back home 
and got back fifteen or twenty minutes from 
the time I left home. I live toward Atlanta 
from the depot and the 5:30 trains passed 
our house after I had gotten there. I 
stayed at home from that time till arrested 
by Sheriff McLain, about 7 o’clock in the 
evening. I did not even hear tthe alarm of 
fire, which I understand was rung in at 
about twenty minutes after 6 o’clock. My 
father, who was in the>yard at the time, 
told us that he heard the fire bell. I was in 
the store that morning at half past 11 
o’¢lock. I went in there by instructions 
from the insurance agents to look afiter the 
stock, which had been damaged by the pre- 
vious fire. They told me that I had full 
charge of it, and to watch it carefully, as 
they would not be responsible for further 
damage from neglect. I held the key and 


since the fire to see that things were uil 
right. I left the store at about 11:45 o'clock 
and did not go into it again @uring the day. 
My stock of goods was practically worthless 
at the time of the fire. There has been no 
kicking ©n the part of the insurance agents 
against the payment of previous losses so 
far as I know. We have been working on 
the adjustment and ascertaining the amount 
of losses to my stock since the last fire, 
about a week ago. , 

“The store business and stock of goods 
were mine, My father, Dr. William Alston, 
and brother, J. R. Alston, who had been 
with me in the store under the narfte of 
William - Alston & Sons, had withdrawn 
from the store several months ago, leaving 
me as sole owner and proprietor of it: I 
was doing a good business and was perfect- 
ly solvent, and upon investigation things 
will be found to he so. On,June 1, 1894, I had 
stock in the store, ascertained upon taking 
stock ‘then, amounting to as much as 
$3,700. My insurance was only $2,400. From 
this it could hardly be inferred that I 
would burn the store for the sake of getting 
the insurance. °

A Young Blecttician 
Telegraph Pole, 
GRASPS A LIVE WIRE BY MISTAKE 


Hele Hurled to the Ground While His 
Companion Lvoks’ Helplessiy On. 
Death Came ina Few Hours.

Yesterday morning at 10 o'clock Hugh M. 
Bogle, a young electrician, while at the top 
of a telegraph pele, received a shock from 
a live wire which hurled him to the gran- 
ite pavement forty feet below. 

He was picked up in a senseless condition 
and carried in a few minutes to the Grady 
hospital, where he died at 4 o’clock yester- 
_day~ afternoon. q 

The accident happened just in front of 
Bratton’s pharmacy, at the junction of 
Pryor and Peachtree, and was witnessed 
by a number of people who were passing at 
the time. Fees 

The young man was an expert electrician 
and for over a. year has been employed in 
the Office of the Georgia Electric Light 
Company. 

_ Yesterday morning at 9 o’clock he. left 
the office of the company on Broad street 
with Mr. E: B. Irby, who is employed by 
the Postal Telegraph Company. Both of the 
men, were on errands almost similar, Mr. 
Bogle taking his tools to fix some wires 
on the line which had become out of order, 
and Mr. Iyby to do some work on acall 
box on Peachtree. Along the way young 
Bogle chatted gayly and seemed to be in 
happy spirits. He talked about his plans 
for the future and said that he horged to 
be able get off soon and spend a few 


weeks at his old home in Dalton. The two 
men were engaged in the same business 
and a close friendship had sprung up be- 
tween them. 

“Wait a minute, Ed,” said the young 
electrician, ‘I’ve’ got a little work here to 
do on a wire and as soon as I get through 
I'll walk up the street with you.” 

Bogle strapped on the steel climbers 
quickly and started up the pole. He reached 
the wire, clamped his heels tightly to the 
post and took out his tools. His compan- 
ion had walked a few feet up the sidewalk 
to get in the shade. 

A groan, almost inaudible, from the di- 
rection of the pole, caused him to turn, 
just in time to see the body of Bogle fall 
limp and apparently .lifeless to the waik 
below. The firm way in which the clamps 
were fixed in the post caused his head to 
‘be thrown downward and he plunged for- 
ward, crushing his skull in a frightful way. 
Bogle never spoke after the fall. He rolled 
over convulsively several times before his 
companion «r any of the passersby could 
get to him and stretched out stiff ani mo- 
tionless. ® 

Dr. Grandy, whose office is just above the 
pharmacy, was summoned and rushed at 
once to the injured man. He did every- 
thing in his power to revive him, tat the 
shock of the wire and the force of the 
fall had, for the time, taken all the life 
from the young man and he lay as one 
dead. The ambulance of the Grady hos- 
pital was called at once and came up soon 
after fhe accident. An examination of the 
wounds showed them to be fatal and all 
hope of restoring him was given up. 

Bogle lingered in a state of unconscious- 
ness until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, when 
he died. 

It is thought that the fall was caused by 
a shock from one of the wires on the same 
pole upon which he was working. The 
palms of both hands were burned and crisp- 
ed and just across the fingers of the right 
hand the wire had burned its way to the 
bone. To all appearances he had grasped 
one of the wires above his head for sup- 
port, ignorant of the fearful current it 
contained. 

Mr. Bogle was considered one of the most 
efficient men in the employment of the 
Georgia Electric Light Company, He was 
a young man of splendid physique and strik- 
ing appearance. Several years ago he came 
to this city from Dalton and has been in 
the electric business since then. He was 
twenty-five years old and unmarried. His 
parents, who live in Dalton, were notified 
immediately. Yesterday afternoon his 
brother arrived in Atlanta, just after the 
young man died. The remains were trans- 
ferred to Patterson’s undertaking place and 
will be carried to Dalton this morning at

Colonel Candler advocated a policy 
which would issue $300,000,000 of gold 
bonds asked for by Mr. Mayes and Sec- 
retary John Sherman, but— 

The Barnesville convention, which de- 
feated him, declared against any fur- 
ther “increase in the bonded debt and 
further use of bonds for the purchase 
of coin for redemption purpose.” 

Colonel Candler voted against silver 
coinage and opposed the removal of the 
discriminating and _ restrictive © condi- 
tions which had been thrown about the 
coinage of silyer by a republican con- 
gress, but— 

The Barnesville convention declared 
that “we endorse the demand for the 
removal by congress of the restrictions 
on the coinage of silver and the re-es- 
tablishment of silver as a money metal 
the same as gold.” 

Colonel Candler at every opportunity, 
and the record shows it, voted unmer- 
cifuly aud unequivocally in behalf of 
the steady contraction of the currency 
to a gold basis, but— 

The Barnesville convention declared 
its condemnation of “the contraction of 
the currency that has brought such ruin 
upon the agricultural, commercial and 
manufacturing interests of the country.” 

Colonel Candler, as the only member 
of the Georgia delegation, and against 
the advice and protest of Alexander 
Stephens, and other illustrious Geor- 
gians, voted emphatically against the 
repeal of the resumption act, but— 

The Barnesville convention declared 
“we demand the repeal of the resump- 
tion act.” 

In the hardship and confusion of 
those turbuJent times, when the south 
was struggling to regain its foothold 
and establish business order out of the 
chaos of reconstruction, Mr. Candler, 
single handed and alone, among the 
Georgia delegation, hand in glove with 
the money sharks, turned a deaf ear to 
the poverty and the pleading of his 
helpless constituents. 

The issue today is the same as when 
Colonel Candler was a candidate for 
congress before, and when he did not 
receive a vote in Atlanta. The de- 
mocracy stands against the contraction 
of the currency to the gold basis, and 
Colonel Candler stands for it, going 
further than even John Sherman him- 
self is now willing to go.

Speaking of the Black Friday episode 
a banker says:

tors should corner all the gold in the 
country and make every dollar of it 
appreciate ten times more rapidly than 
is the case now, And yet it would be 
easier to do it now than it was: when 
both gold and silver were the money 
of the country. 

The people of the United States can- 
not accept a system so full of danger, 
and they will never cease the present 
agitation until the pledge of the Chicago 
platform is redeemed.

Joseph E. Brown on Silver. 

The Constitution’s review of the con- 
gressional campaign of 1878, in which 
our people defeated Colonel Milton A. 
Candler, and: adopted a free silver, cur- 
rency expansion platform, diametrically 
opposed to. his policy, would not be 
complete without a synopsis of the ring- 
ing letter which Governor Joseph E. 
Brown wrote in response to the request 
of. many of his constituents. 

Governor Brown stated at the outset 
that he was opposed to the demonetiza- 
tion of silver and to the immediate 
forced resumption of gold payments. 
He believed in both gold and silver as 
the true basis of our currency, and held 
that the banks and the ‘government 
should be required to redeem their bills 
in gold or silver, of both. It was his 
opinion that an immediate return to 
specie payments would put the debtor 
class entirely at the mercy of the cred- 
itor class. It would cause a shrinkage 
of values and ruin the debtors to require 
them after a certain day, before the 
period of inflation was over, to pay in 
gold the debts contracted on an infla- 
tion basis. Such a -policy would work 
general ruin to the debtor class, because 
it would give those who had hoarded 
gold an advantage which they would be 
certain to use in speculation. He re 
ferred to the fact that in England, 
after the Napoleonic wars, there was 
forced resumption on a particular day. 
The result was almost universal bank- 
ruptey. He who held a mortgage on 
his neighbor’s land for one-half its val- 
ue foreclosed and sold it, and there 
being little gold in the country he got 
it at his own price. The same result 
would doubtless follow the resumption 
act here. 

He was most decidedly in favor of re- 
pealing the act of 18738 stopping the 
coinage of the 412% grain silver dollar 
and leaving it no longer a legal tender 
in sums exceeding $5. He would 
sweep away all legislation against sil- 
ver, and make both gold and silver a 
legal tender, as they were before the 
act. If the output of silver from the 
mines had increased, the demand for it 
had also increased. The demonetization 
of silver in Germany had brought de- 
pression and distress upon that coun- 
try, while France, under bimetallism, 
was prosperous. He was not afraid 
that we would be flooded with silver if 
we had free coinage, because if we had 
more than we needed the hundreds of 
millions of people in the silver using 
countries of the east would absorb it. 
And then the governor put these point- 


ed questions: 

But why should the United States, which 
is now producing more silver than any 
other nation on earth, seek to demonetize 
it and to reduce its value, thereby losing 
the great advantage. which she should real- 
ize from it in her commerce with the east- 
ern nations in competition with England 
and Germany, who use the gold standard? 
Why not hold onto this advantage, and 
gain a firm foothold on the trade of China 
and India and the hundreds of millions of 
population of Asia, who prefer and use the 
silver standard? 

The repeal of the demonetization act 


and the restoration of the 412% grain 
silver dollar as a legal tender would 
tuke from gold the fictitious value that 
had been given to it by anti-silver legis- 
lation, and the two metals would readily 
adjust their relative value, and silver 
would not be a depreciated currency, 
but would be equivalent to gold in its 
purchasing power. As neither’ gold 
nor silver is an“irredeemable currency, 
he did not see any danger of getting 
too much of it. In our depressed. con- 
dition the laboring and debtcr classes 
needed more gold and more silver in 
circulation. To strike down silver would 
be in the interests of the hoarders of 
gold and the creditor class. Nor would 
it be unjust to the bond holders to make 
silver a legal tender. When the gov- 
ernment bonds were issued they were 
redeemable in legal tender greenbacks. 
It was the legislation after the war that 
made the bonds redeemable in coin. 

Governor Brown went on to show 
that as our population expanded we 
needed an expansion and not a contrac- 
tion of the currency. It was unjust to 
men whp had made debts when they 
had abundant means to pay them to 
force the resumption of gold payments 
and contract the currency, thus _leav- 
ing thei unable to meet the demands of 
their creditors. Such a policy, if con- 
tinued a few years, would enrich the 
few and turn the masses into hewers 
of wood and drawers of water. 

The letter, which we _ have briefly 
synopsized here, was read to one of the 
largest democratic meetings ever held 
in Atlanta, and was enthusiastically 
endorsed. Its views were those of our 
people, and when the primaries were 
held Colonel Candler who favored the 
forced resumption of gold puyrucnrs and 
the demonetization of silver, did not get 
a vote in Fulton county, and the plat- 
form adopted by the Barnesville con- 
vention was directly in line with the 
free silvem and currency expansion 
views of Governor Brown. 

Our people have never doubted Sen- 
ator Brown’s financial wisdom, Every 
prediction made in his letter concern- 
ing the disastrous effect of the goldbug,

an unspeakable calamity if the specula- |

which struck down half the money of 
the country and reduced the price of la- 
bor and. labor’s products to a minimum. 

Colonel Candler stfill thinks that it 
will help us to have less money. Gov- 
ernor Brown thinks that we need more 
money as the population increases. The 
people can easily decide which is the 
more reasonable proposition. 


Then and Now. 

Sixteen years ago, when Colonel Mil- 
ton A. Candler’s renomination was de- 
feated by the democrats of this dis- 
trict the issue was practically the same 
that it is now. 

The issue then was the contraction of 
the currency. It took the shape of the 
forced resumption of gold payments, 
the demonetization of silver and the in- 
crease of our bonded debt. Colonel 
Candler supported this policy, and his 
constituents threw him overboard and 
adopted a platform on the, opposite line 
demanding the remonetization of silver, 
more currency, the repeal of the re- 
sumption act and no increase in the 
bonded debt. 

In that campaign the currency con- 
tractionists were overwhelmingly de- 
feated by the advotates of free silver 
and expansion. . 

The people of this district have not 
changed their views on this question 
since 1878. They realize that the great 
evil is now just what it was then—the 
contraction of the currency. They have 
spent years studying the subject, and 
years of hard work while the object 
lesson of contraction has been going 
on. Those who thought that we had 
too little money then have not come to 
the conclusion that we have too much 
money now. 

Colonel Candler’s favorite policy of 
forcing the resumption of gold payments 
and contracting the currency gave us 
from eight to ten thousand business 
failures a year for several years with 
over $200,000,000 in liabilities each year. 
The object lesson is still going on. It 
has cost our people kundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in failures, the shrink- 
age of values and the stagnation of 
commerce and industry. 

The people who feared that currency 
contraction would injure them in 1878 
are not going to turn round in 1894, 
when it has well nigh ruined them, and 
endorse it and ask.for more of it. 

Sixteen years ago the democrats of 
this dgstrict demanded ‘more money, 
and when their congressman said that 
we had too much and that the yolume of 
cunrency ought to be reduced, they 
promptly retired him to private life. Is 
it likely that now, when they are still 
asking for more money, they will ask 
a currency contractionist to lead them? 

No man can lead the democrats of 
this district unless he stands squarely 
upon the financial relief planks of the 
Chicago platform. Stick a pin here! 


A Heavy Bill. 

The direct and indirect losses caused 
by the recent strike will perhaps exceed 
$100,000,000. The president of one of 
the largest railway corporations in the 
country is reported as saying: 

The earnings of the railroad companies 
of the western roads fell off in two weeks 
an average of at least 25 per cent. The pay 
rolls that were stopped will represent a loss 
to employes of, let us say, at least six 
times as much as that suffered. by the 
companies. Hundreds of factories were 
obliged to close from lack of coal or coke. 
The wages lost in these were five times 
the amount lost by the manufactories, The 
beef companies lost hundreds of thousands 
and California and other fruit crops were 
either temporary or total losses. 

The following is not an unfair recapitula- 
tion of losses, I think:

To this must be added loss from what 
would have been increased summer traffic 
and manufactured goods for the coming sea- 
son. The final showing will easily be more 
than $100,000,000. 

It is probable that this is a reasonable 
estimate. Now, who foots the hill? The 
railroad companies will get damages 
from the cities whose mobs destroyed 
their property, and these damages will 
come out of the pockets of the taxpay- 
ers. Then, the loss in wages falls upon 
the strikers. When the whole business 
is settled it will be found that the big 
corporations have suffered less than 
their employes and third parties who 
had no interest in the strike. 


Counting the Cost. 

The big New York dry goods house of 
Claflin & Co. has felt the general de- 
pression, and in its report on the opera- 
tions of the past six months it says: 


Uncertainty in regard to the tariff has | 


prevented a normal recovery from the busi- 
ness depression. In volume of merchandise, 
sales were slightly larger than in the spring 
of 1893, but in aggregate value they were 
18 per cent smaller. We reckon the aver- 
age fall in merchandise prices within twelve 
months at more than 20 per cent. 

The Albany Journal thus comments 
en the report: 

How much disaster and misery are wrap- 
ped up in that simple statement that tariff 
uncertainty has brought a falling off of 20 
per cent in prices during the past year! 
The Claflin Company, it will be seen, has 
more than held its own in the volume of 
spring business which it transacted, but, on 
account of the falling off in prices the 
money value was less than during the pre- 
vious year. But how many concerns can 
make such a showing as the Claflin Com- 
pany’s? All have experienced the falling 
off of 20 per cent in prices, but few there 
are that can report so small a loss as 18 
per cent in the money value of their gales. 

A falling off of 20 per cent in prices! 

The dealer in every line of goods has suf- 
fered a depreciation of one-fifth in the 
value of all the goods which have lain 
on his shelves, or in his cellar and loft, dur- 
ing the past year. 

The manufacturer has experienced a logs 
of a fifth of their value on all the raw ma- 


various lines of business, But it is” 


also evident that the farmer’s products 
and his farm and its equipments have 
depreciated in value one-fifth. The 
real estate owner finds his property 
worth a fifth less, except in exception- 
ally favored localities. Personal prop- 
erty owners have suffered fully as 
much as the other classes, and every- 
bedy from the millionaire down to the 
day laborer has felt the shrinkage of 
values. 

Tariff uncertainty, however, is not the 
only cause of these conditions. It has 
played its part, but the main cause of 
the present long depression is the 
adoption of the policy of currency con- 
traction under the gold standard. As 
the inevitable result everything has 
depreciated in yalue except the debts 
due by persons who are not bankrupt. 
These debts- have suffered wo shrink- 
age. They loom up as large us life, and 
the men avho pay them have the conso- 
lation of knowing that every dollar they 
pay to their creditors has increased its 
purchasing power by a big per cent 
since the original debts were made. 

But while this is true, we would not 
underrate the evils of tariff uncertainty. 
Fortunately, the house is doing its best 
to give the country a democratic reve- 
nue tariff, and whatever the result may 
be it cannot be long delayed. This mat- 
ter will be settled before many days, 
and the business interests of the coun- 
try can then adjust themselves to it. 

And then let us take up the fight for 
financial relief again. We must have 
financial reform as well as tariff reform.

The fine work of the author comes 
in when he reconcileg the reader to consider 
with respect this truant husband, in view 
of the customs and usages of the high-up 
class in which he moves. His manhood is 
gradually developed, and before the reader 
knows it he is wishing that a new lhght 
would break in upon the vision of Hon. 
David R. Winston. That it:does, and un- 
der most pleasing and well-arranged series 
of romances, completes this fine story. The 
story has half a dozen excellent characters 
besides ‘David and Abigail,’ and reveals 
much that is leasing in the life of the 
old plantation during the days of slavery. 
It is among the very best of dialect stories, 
now sp common from the south. One of 
the best features of the romance is that 
the author knows how to end it.” This 
praise from such an unbiased source should 
be very gratifying to the author. 

Henry Beck Hirst was once hailed in 
Philadelphia as a poet of the age, but 1s 
now almest entirely forgotten. A new edi- 
tion of his poems is soon to be issued. 
The Philadelphia Record says of him: 
‘There is a certain romance lingering with 
his memory because of his companionship 
with Edgar Allen Poe. When Poe came to 
the Quaker City, in 1838, he met the young 
law student, then only twenty-five years 
old, and too busy in a mercantile pursuit 
to present himself for admission to 
the bar. A similarity of temperament and 
characteristics drew them together into 
intimacy, and Hirst first saw his poetical 
effusions in print in Graham’s Magazine, 
of which his illustrious friend was editor 
in chief. He possesses a not ungraceful 
fancy, and the flavor of his style can be 
judged from the titles of his volumes of 
verse—‘The Coming of the Mammoth,’ ‘The 
Funeral of Time,’ ‘Edymion’ and ‘The Pen- 
ance of Roland.’

He long survived Poe, not 
dying until 1874. ,.He has not been forgotten 
by one Philadelphian, at least, Dr.Matthew 
Woods, of No. 1307 South Broad atreet, 
author himself of ‘Rambles of a Physician,’ 
who is preparing an edition of Hirst’s 
poems, to be accompanied by a sketch of 
his life.”

A Funny Break. 

The funniest break made by Colonel Can- 
dler during the night was on the financial 
question. In Jonesboro, on Friday, he de- 
clared, without qualification, that— 

“I am opposed to the coinage of silver 
now—or at any other time—until it be- 
ecmes as valuable as gold.” 

This position was vigorously attacked by 
Colcnel Livingston, and no correction was 
made by Colonel Candler in his reply.

“Candler said tonight, I could not by 
simple words claim proof to be a democrat, 
He said himself, two years ago, that { 
was a good democrat; a worthy democrat;

Lamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter.

CHICAGO, July 16.—The shipments of a 
half million bushels of wheat from Chicago; 
a decrease of 1,192,000 bushels on passage, 
Strength in foreign cabgs, reporting Liver- 
pool ted higher and light estimate of the 
Hungarian wheat crop, 135,000,000 busbels, 
against 160,000,000 last year, was the cause 
of %@%e advance from Saturday’s close in 
the market this morning. The continued 
favorable reports from the threshing ma- 
chines, however, with large receipts at 
Kansas City, St. Louis and other primary 
winter wheat points, gave the market a 
depressed and declining tendency. Later 
receivers became liberal sellers against 
winter wheat bought for July delivery, 
which would indicate large receipts before 
the close of this market. The closing Ber- 
lin and Paris markets were 4%@lc , Resicana 
There is still little encouragement in sight 
for ‘holders. 

The shorts in September corn manifested 
some uneasiness and some of the large 
holders were disposed to bid up the market 
owing to the talk of drought in Iowa and 
other sections of the corn belt, but in the 
car lot crowd corn was in very poor de- 
mand, and receivers could not sell their 
consignments without making concessions. 
We believe liberal rains in the corn belt 
would more than likely cause a decline of 2 
or 3c per bushel in the speculative futures, 
but so long as the drought continues the 
market is likely to continue strong. 

Receivers thave notice that new oats will 
move quite freely about the 20th. Receipts 
today were quite large and tne demand 
was very poor for car lots, holders having 
to concede 2 or 8c per bushel from Satur- 
day’s figures with quite liberal supplies 
left, buyers not being anxious to purchase 
even at the decline. 

Receipts of hogs at the yards were under 
the estimate with prices 10c higher, caus- 
ing an advance of about 10c in ribs on fu- 
ture contracts. Some inquiring for hams 
or shoulders but transactions were general- 
ly limited. 


The Cereal Situation, 

From The New York Daily Stockholder. 

In wheat the week brought no particularly 
significant developments. The news was 
variable, the movement of prices irregular. 
When shorts covered there was a rally; 
when the demand from that quarter ceased 
wheat sagged off. Result: a narrow specu- 
lation with the public doing nothing, com- 
mission houses looking on and scalpers and 
large traders making the quotations. The 
strike was pronounced a failure. From the 
sanguine tone of Chicago dispatches. one 
might thave supposed that the roads at 
the close were better prepared to handle 
freight than before the men quit work. 
But the movement of grain told a different 
story. With receipts at western points 
over 1,000,000 bushels smaller than in the 
like period a year ago and only about 
one-half what they were week before last 
wheat could not have been handled very 
promptly. The small movement did not 
have much effect on speculation, but it 
encouraged the bulls sentimentally.. The 


trouble is that with the blockade over, there . 


is certain to be a big, though perhaps tem- 
porary, increase in receipts. This does not 
apply to new wheat so much as to the old, 
a good deal of which is waiting for a 
chance to get into primary markets. As 
to receipts of new wheat crop, once started 
they are expected to be liberal. Farmers 
will be willing to sell even at the low 
prices. They are hard up. Last week’s 
news had little if any effect on prices owing 
to the general apathy. On Monday there 
was moderate decrease in the visible and 
in the amount of wheat on passage to west- 
ern Europe. Tuesday the department of 
agriculture issued its July report, which, as 
usual, was received with indifference. If 
the trade had any confidence in these 
monthly statements they would oftener be 
a factor in the speculation. As it is, con- 
fidence in their accuracy is wholly lacking. 
They are ignored because of past blunders, 
and the stubborn indisposition to rectify 
them. Another week has passed without 
any decided revival in foreign business, 
though at the seaboard exporters could 
have bought it in quantity at about 60 cents 
a bushel. It is true, the export demand 
improved a little. From nothing a day, ex- 
port takings ran up to about thirty boat 
loads, 240,000 bushels. This showing, how- 
ever, Was not satisfactory, considering the 
low prices. ‘Foreigners still seem willing to 
wait, feeling that they will be able to buy 
quite as cheaply thirty or sixty days hence 
as now. Their confidence is undoubtedly 
based on our liberal stocks and expectations 
that the movement of pew wheat will at 
least prevent recovery if it does not cause 
renewed depression. With the visible sup- 
ply 54,600,000 bushels, of which 18,000,000 are 
in Chicago and 14,000,000 in Minneapolis and 
Duluth awaiting sale, European agent of 
the.department of agriculture for the month 
of June is embodied in the July statement 
of the statistician of the department. It 
will hardly stimulate the export trade. Im- 
provement in European crops has been gen- 
eral. Here are the salient features: Rus- 
sia—Crops will exceed average except in 
Poland. Austro-Hungary—A normal har- 
vest promised. Great Britain—An excel- 
lent yield looked for. Germany—An aver- 
age crop.

SHE MAKES SOME SENSATIONAL CHARGES 


H. I. Rosenfeld Placed inithe Hands of » 
Beceiver—F. Thanhouser Appointed 
to Take Charge—Othber Items. 


A petition with all the elements of a sen- 
sation in it was filed yesterday morning 
by Mrs. Margaret E. Stevens against Wil- 
lism J. Stevéns, her stepson. 

Mrs. Stevens alleges that she married 
Henry J. Stevens in October, 18%, and 
that her husband died in January, 1893, 
afier a short illness, leaving as his heirs 
ris sons, W. J. Stevens and John M. Ste- 
vens and Mrs. Mollie Stevens, the widow 
of George Stevens. The three were chil- 
dren of the former wife of Henry J. Ste- 
ycons, Elizabeth, who died in 189%. At the 
time of his death the husband of petitioner 
pcessessed considerable property in the 
city of Atlanta, numbering among his real 
estate and property a mansion house, tene- 
ment and dwelling house at 179 West Pe- 
tirs street, valued at $15,000 or more, and 
personal effects to the amount of $1,009. 

The death of Henry J. Stevens, accord- 
ing to the petition, occurred on the 15th 
day of January, 1898. and on the 17th day 
of the same month W. 7. Stevens came to 
the house where his father had lived with 
his wife and ordered Mrs. Margaret Ste- 
vens to leave, though at the time she was 
sick, suffering from the grief of her hus- 
band’s death. When he ordered her to 
leave he locked up all the rooms of the 
hevcse save that one occunied by petitioner, 
who was in a feeble condition, as state. 
Petitioner became troubled, and worried 
end depressed over this state of affairs 
and aver the treetment of William, and 
deemed it prudent and bhest to go across 
the street and stay all night with a friend, 
Mrs. Belden. 

On the mornire of the next dav. the 18th, 
savs the neatiticn, netitinner went heck to 
the homestead and found that the doors 
to the dining room, cookroom and wood- 
house were nailed up and Iecked, and she 
was forced to break them down in order 
to get fuel for cooking purposes and to 
keep warm, snow being on the ground 
at the time. Petitioner alleges further that 

ae evening of this day, William J. Ste- 
vens ordered her to leave the premises at 
once, and nailed up the woodhouse door. 
Again being troubled and distressed and 
stil! sick, petitioner Geemed It advisable to 
spend the night at the home of a friend, 
Mrs. Lindenberg, and did so. 

The next day, on the morning of the 
19th, it is charged, petitioner again return- 
ed to the residence of her deceased hus- 
band and again William J. Stevens came 
and ordered her to leave and told her not 
to take any article that had belonged to 
her deceased husband. 

In view of all these alleged facts, and 
claiming that she has never fully recovered 
from the shock brought upon her by the 
inhuman treatmept of her step-son, Mrs. 
Margaret Stevens sues William J. Stevens 
for $5,000 damages. Thomas & Thomas are 
her attorneys.
